William Lowndes-Stone (whose father had assumed the additional 
name of Stone) was the grandson of William Lowndes of Astwood 
Bury, Bucks., who was himself, in 1771 at the age of 83, painted by 
Gainsborough. This William Lowndes was the son, by the third of 
his four wives, of William Lowndes (1652-1724) who was Secretary 
of the Treasury, Member of Parliament and Chairman of Ways and 
Means. Under his directions the Manor House, Winslow, was built 
in 1700 by Inigo Jones. The Lowndes family had been associated 
with Cheshire for a long period, but this branch hadsettled at Winslow 
in the 16th Century. A son of the Selby-Lowndes branch, a Captain 
Lowndes, settled in Virgina, and was ancestor to the Lowndes family 
of Jam >stown.
